The significance of this book lies in the fact that it is an at- 
tempt to bring the subjects of boycott, strike and lockout under 
scientific analysis from the standpoint of society and law. It is, 
as its title indicates, a social juristic study; and as such it is nec- 
essarily a difficult and complicated undertaking involving not one 
but many problems. Although important and promising sub- 
stantial reward to the reader who will make his way through its 
pages, it will require both courage and patience to master its 
course of reasoning. It is characteristically German in concep- 
tion and in style of presentation. 

The treatise is divided into approximately four equal parts. In 
Part I the author considers the underlying juristic principles ; 
in Part II he examines the boycott, strike and lockout as a means 
of compulsion (Zwangsmittel) ; in Part III boycott, strike and 
lockout are considered as a means of restraint or repression (Re- 
pressions-mittel) ; and in Part IV the operation (Durchfiihrung) 
of the boycott, strike and lockout is examined.

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Money, Prices, Credit, and Banking 

History of Money in the British Empire and the United States. 
By Agnes F. Dodd. (London: Longmans, Green and Com- 
pany. 1911. Pp. xiv, 356. 5s.) 

This book is an attempt to collect in one volume a history of 
money and currency in all English speaking nations from the 
earliest times to the present, covering Great Britain, her colonies 
and the United States; and including a history of the metallic 
money and production of precious metals, a history of paper 
money and banking, and a history of prices as affected by money. 

Part I on the British Empire includes the coinage and banking 
history of England from the earliest times, and has separate 
chapters on Scotch and Irish banking, India, and the colonies. 
Part II is a history of money and banking in the United States 
from colonial times to the present. 

The book adds little to our knowledge of monetary history or 
to our understanding of the principles of money and banking. 
It is merely a brief account in usable form of the coinage history 
and banking history of the English nations. There are many 
inaccuracies of statement which impair its usefulness; and a 
failure at many points to grasp the real meaning of the facts of 
the situation. For example, on page 217, "In 1834 the adoption 
of the gold standard in the United States"; page 312, the state-
